Each Composition, distinguished by a motto,, and 
accompanied by a sealed paper containing the Author's 
name and address, to be sent, with a duplicate copy of the 
Voice Parts, on or before May 31, to Mr. J. A. Novello, 
Dean-street, Soho ; or to Mr. J. H. B. Dando, 32, Bishops- 
gate-street, who will give any further information that 
may be required. 
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
